ea  le,  larch  5th,  1803,  and  was  evidently  written  by  the  Younger  Colman  to  suit  the 
acting  requirements  of  a  large  and  varied  Theatrical  Company.  The  original  cast  may  be 
interesting:— Job  Thombury,  Mr  Fawcett;  Hon.  Tom  Shuffleton,  Mr  Lewis;  Peregrine,  Mr 
Cooke  :  Dennis,  Mr  Johnstone ;  Sir  Simon  Rochdale,  Mr  Blanchard  ;  Frank,  Mr  H.  Johnstone ; 
Dan,  Mr  Emery;  Lord  Fitz  Balaam  (now  omitted),  Mr  Waddy;  Lady  Braymore,  Mrs  H. 
Johnstone  ;  Mary,  Mrs  Gibbs  ;  and  Mrs  Brulgruddery,  Mrs  Davenport.  The  success  of  the 
Comedy  was  so  great  that  it  was  acted  48  times,  (an  enormous  “  run  ”  for  those  days),  and 
was  frequently  revived. — J.  H.
